A PROCLAMATION: 


For calling out Heretors and Free-holders to attend the Kings Hoſt. 


EDENBURGH, the ſeventh day of June, 1659. | 


Oraſmuch as the Inſurrection in the Weſtern Shires, is grown to an open Rebellion, and that the 
number of theſe deſperate Rebels do increaſe fo, that all His Majeſties loyal Subjects in their ſeve- 
ral Shires, ought timeouſly to look to their own ſecurity, and put themſelves in a poſture to defend 
the Kings Authority, and to oppoſe all attempts of deſperate and wicked Rebels; And albeit His 
Majeſties Privy Council have already iſſued forth their Orders for draw ing forth the Militia Forces 

L Horſe and Foot, in ſeveral Shires, and appointed particular days of Rendezvous, and upon ſuch oc- 
| « caſions may require all fencible perſons, betwixt ſixty and ſixteen, to riſe for ſuppreſſing of theſe Re- 
| bels; yet at this time, they have thought fit only to call out and require the 3 the Foot 
Militia, in the Shires aſtermentioned; and all Heretors and Free- holders, who are fencible perſons, and their Ser- 
vants and followers, to come out upon Horſe- back; And for this cauſe, toforbear to require the Militia-Troops, in 
theſe Shires under-written, at this time, notwithſtanding of the Orders already iſſued forth, in fo far as concerns the 
Horſe Militia alanerly : And do hereby Require and Command all Heretors and Free-holders, who are fencible per- 
ſons, with ſo many of their Servants and Followers as they can bring on Horſe-back with Arms, within the Shires of 
Edenburgh, Linlithgow, and Peebles, Heddingtonn, Stirling and Clackmannas, Berwick, Roxburgh and Selkirk, Fife, 
Perth, Forſar, Kincardin and Mariſchals part of Aberdeen, Bamff and Errolr part of Aberdeen, Roſy, Elgin, Forres, 
Nairr, and this fide of Neſ7, to conveen at the places and times after-mentioned, and to receive their Orders, and 
to be under the Command of the perſons under-written, viz. Edenburgh to meet at the Links of Leith upon the ele- 
venth day of Jane inſtant, and to be under the Commaad of the Lord Collingtonn z Linlithgow and Peebles to meet at 
the Liaks of Leith the eleventh day of June inftant, ai] to be under the Command. of General Dehel; the Shire of 
Heddingtonn to meet at Beinſtoun-Muire, the eleventh day of Juue inſtant, and to be under the Command of the Viſ- 
count of King flown ; Stirling and (lackmaruan to meet at the Town of 8tirling, and from thence to march to the 
Links of Leith upon the eleventh day of June inſtant, and to be under the Command of the Lord Elphingflonn ;' Ber- 
wick to meet at Fogo-muire upon the eleventh day of June inſtant, and to be under the Commaad of the Earl of Home, 
and in his abſence, his brother Charles Home; Roxburgh and Selkirk, to meet at Ancrum-bridge upon the ſixteenth day 
of June inſtant, and to be under the command of the Lord Elibank,, and the Laird of Stobbi, who are to command 
according to the deviſion of the Militis Troops; Fife to meet at Conpar, the twelfth day of June inſtant, and to be 
under the command of the Lord Newark; Perth to meet at Perth, the thirteenth day of June inſtant, and to be under 
the command of the Marquefs of Montroſe, and ſuch perſons under him as he ſhall appoint; Forfar to meet at Forfar, 
upon the thirteenth day of June inſtant, and to be under the command of the Earl of Sowthesk; Kimcardin and A- 
riſchals part of Aberdeen, to meet at Aberdeen Links upon the nineteenth day of June inſtant, and to be under the 
comman2 of the Earl of Abojyr; Banff and Errols part of Aberdeen, to meet at Turrefſ upon the nineteenth day of 
June inſtant, and to be under the command of the Earl of Kistore; Elgin, Forres, Nairn, and this fide Ne /, to meet 
At Forres upon the twentieth day of June inſtant, and to be under the command'of the Earl of Afwrray, and in his 
abſence the Lord Duffus 3 Roſs to meet at Chanry the twenty third day of Jure inſtant, and to be under the command 
of the Earl of Seaforth ; and ordains all the Heretors and Free-holders of the Shires benorth Forth, to march imme- 
diately after the Rendezvous to the Bridg of Stirling; atid all the Heretors and Free holders of the Shires on the 
South: ſide of Forth, to march after the Rendezvous to the Links of Leith, there to continue till further Order: With 
full power to them to ſeize upon all diſaffected perſons, and in caſe of reſiſtance, to uſe them as Enemies, within their 
reſpective bounds, or ſuch as ſhall be ſuſpedted to be going out of the Shire to the Rebeis: With power likewiſe to 
the ſaids Commanders to appoint Officers under them, to command in the ſeveral Diviſions of the Shires above- 
mentioned ; Ordaining hereby the reſpective Commanders aforeſaid, to cauſe publick Proclamation and Intimation 
to be made hereof to the reſpective Shires under their command, at the ſeveral places already appointed for the firſt 
days Rendezvous of the Militia, that the ſaids meetings may be punctually kept: Certifying hereby, all ſuch Here 
tors and others foreſaid as ſhall not come out upon Horſe- back themſelves with their beſt Horſes and Arms, with ſo 
many of their ſervants and followers as they can bring out upon Horſe-back, they ſhall be lyable to the pains and 
- penalties provided by the Acts of Parliament, againſt ſuch as do not attend the Kings Hoſt, or deſert the ſame; and 
— upon as diſaffected perſons, 'and favourers and complyers with Rebels, and puriued and puniſhed aceord- 
"ingly. And ordains theſe Preſents to be Printed, and Publiſhed at the Mercat-Croſs of Ederbyrgh, and other places 
foreſaid, that none pretend Ignorance. *
